Aconitum gassanense Kadota & Shin’ei Kato 
was described from Mts. Gassan, Yamagata Pref., 
northern Japan in February of 2003 and was re¬ 
garded as an endemic of the mountains. 
However, A. gassanense was newly found from 
Mts. Azumasan, Fukushima Pref. in September 
of 2003. Mts. Azumasan is ca. 100 km distant 
from Mts. Gassan in a beeline. Consequently 
there is a possibility that this aconites are col¬ 
lected from other localities between Mts. Gassan 
and Azumasan. 
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
